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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 6, line 2, "the cup" lack antecedent basis. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 4-7 and 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Lasserre et al. (6,722,532). Lasserre et al. disclose, in figs 1, 4, 13 and 19, a fluid dispenser 
comprising: 

two distinct dispenser units 2, 4, each comprising a fluid reservoir defining an 
opening , a dispenser member 15 for taking and dispensing the fluid from the reservoir. 



and a fastener member 16' for fastening the dispenser member 15 on the opening of 
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the reservoir; and a common outer sliell 25 in wliicli at least tine two reservoirs are 
housed, the shell 25 including receiver means 16 for receiving and holding the two 
dispenser units inside the shell, and wherein the receiver means form two snap- 
fastener housings 18, the each fastener member 16' forming a peripheral radial flange 
16' which extends outwards, and which snap-fastens in a respective housing so as to 
hold the respective dispenser unit in the shell; a blocking means 5 for blocking the 
dispenser units 3, 4 in the receiver means; blocking means 5 comprising a cup fastened 
on the shell and coming into blocked engagement with the dispensing units via a 
dispenser head 10 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the Invention was made. 

6. Claim 8 Is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lasserre 
et al. in view Harman (6,308,863). 

Lasserre et al. do not disclose the shell provided with a bottom wall and the 
reservoirs do not come into bearing contact against the bottom. 
Harman teaches, in fig. 1 , a fluid dispenser comprising two distinct dispenser 
reservoirs 22, 24 and a shell 12 provided with a bottom wall 16 and the reservoirs 
do not come Into bearing contact against the bottom. 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the shell 25 in the Lasserre et al. 
invention with a bottom wall 16 and the reservoirs do not come into bearing 
contact against the bottom, as taught by Harman, in order to house the 
dispensing reservoirs completely in the shell.
